Two new major pipelines sgon will be carrying natural gas 
thousands of miles across country to meet the expanding needs of indus- 
trial and home use. 

One, in Canada, scheduled for completion a year from now, will be 
the world’s longest—2,240 miles. It is being laid across southern Canada 
from Alberta's rich fields to Toronto, Ottawa, Montreal, Quebec und 
other important industrial centres. 


Tt will be 1,000 miles tonger : 
than the Bly Inch pipeline whieh 
serves the New 9 York metro- 
polllan area with gas from vil 
flelds around Longview, Tex, 
and ft will be 200 miles fonge: 
than the Little Inch which takes | 
Texas gos from the Houston 
fields oll the way to Mas- 
sachusetta, 


The Kaiser’s Luxury 
Yachts Rot

. Paris, Sept. 1. 

Two luxury yachts, formerly the pride of 
Kaiser Wilhelm II, are today lying rotting in 
French ports. :
